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The Pipers lost a heart-breaker to 
Coahoma here Friday night but they 
don’t have to apologize to anyone for 
the way they played. It took a lot of 
raw courage just to line up on the 
field with a team as big as Coahoma. 
It is hard to realize how any AA 
team can come up with that many 
boys as big as they were. Of course it 
helps when you have about twice as 
many kids in school as Hamlin has. 
Coahoma’s enrollment is over 400 
while Hamlin has about 240. 
For those of you who did not make 
it out to Coahoma for the Ballinger 
game you may be wondering how 
Ballinger could lose to us and then 
beat Coahoma the next week. It 
wasn’t the same team that played 
Ballinger that played here Friday 
night. 
Probaby Coahoma 
was 
thinking more about playing Hamlin 
than they were about playing 
Ballinger, but regardless of what 
their problem was, they didn’t play 
nearly the game against Ballinger 
that they played here Friday night. 
The big Bulldog fullback, Putt 
Choate who is listed on the program 
at 200 pounds but must weigh at least

His $1.2 million in 
outlays topped that of his 
nearest rival, Republican Jim 
Cranberry, two-to-one. 
Cranberry listed contribu­ 
tions of $521,462 and expend­ 
itures af $586,546. 
Briscoe reported about $1.8 
million in contributions and 
loans, including $646,000 of 
his own money. 
Second highest spending 
was in the heated race for 
state comptroller. Democrat 
Bob Bullock said he received 
$130,701 in contributions and 
spent $129,869. His Republi­ 
can opponent, Nick Rowe, 
itemised $36,274 in donations 
and $31,877 in spending.

AUSTIN — Regardless 
of 
whether voters were steamed 
up about the November 5 
general election, it cost the 
candidates a bundle to run. 
Gov. Dolph Briscoe led the 
spending. His $1.2 million in 
outlays topped that of his 
nearest rival, Republican Jim 
Cranberry, two-to-one. 
Cranberry listed contribu­ 
tions of $521,462 and expend­ 
itures af $536,545. 
Briscoe reported about $1.3 
million in contributions and 
loans, including $645,000 of 
his own money. 
Second 
highest 
spending 
was in the heated race for 
state comptroller. Democrat 
Bob Bullock said he received 
$130,701 in contributions and 
spent $129,369. His Republi­ 
can opponent, Nick Rowe, 
itemized $36,274 in donations 
and $31,877 in spending. 
Opposition from Republi­ 
can Robert Holt caused vet­ 
eran State Treasurer Jesse 
James to spend $85,807 in a 
media campaign. James rais­ 
ed $86,408. Holt spent $32,- 
124 and raised $37,032. 
Even 
candidates 
with 
light opposition saw fit to 
put together sizable 
war- 
chests. Lt. Gov. Bill Hobby, 
for example, took in $117,- 
699 and spent $101,420, al­ 
though his Republican chal­ 
lenger Gaylord Marshall had 
only $10,564 in donations and 
spent $21,760. 
Atty. Gen. John Hill re­ 
ported spending $92,415 of 
$99,822 contributed. 
Agriculture Commissioner 
John C. White spent $57,810 
and received $58,643, while 
his GOP opponent, Zack Fish­ 
er of Memphis, settled for a 
$47,000 campaign and less 
than 
$40,000 
in donations 
and loans. 
TEACHERS WANT RAISE 
—Texas State Teachers As­ 
sociation’s 
legislative com­ 
mittee has voted to ask the 
legislature to raise the pay 
of teachers to about $12,000 
a year. 
Texas teachers want at least 
$500 over the U.S. average 
beginning with the 1975-76 
school year. 
The U.S. average in 1973- 
74 was $10,673, but TST A of­ 
ficials calculate it will go up 
to $11,761 in 1975-76. 
Average teacher pay in 
Texas was $8,967 last school 
year placing Texas in 37th 
place among 50 states. 
Another committee legisla­ 
tive proposal was for a 75 
per cent increase in state 
funds for school bus trans­ 
portation.

The Pied Pikers, giving up 
HAMLIN 
30 to 40 pounds per man, were 
not able to stop the tank like 
running of Coahoma’s Putt 
Choate here Friday night and 
lost their first district con­ 
test, 13-7. The Pipers battled 
Coahoma on even term s for 
most of the night but the size 
and weight of the Bulldogs 
took its toll in the final period 
as they put together a 89-yard 
drive that took 17 plays and 
used up nearly eight minutes 
on the clock.

‘Open Dating’ 
Deadline

AUSTIN-New U. S. De­ 
partm ent 
of 
Agriculture 
(USDA) regulations covering 
“open dating” of meat and 
poultry products will go into 
effect Dec. 8, not Sept. 8 as 
previously announced. 
Officials noted that some 
processors and retailers have 
initiated open dating pro­ 
grams 
coupled 
with con­ 
sumer education. They said 
the Sept. 8 date would force 
these 
business 
people 
to 
suspend these programs since 
they 
and 
their 
federally- 
inspected suppliers could not 
obtain the necessary equip­ 
ment to make changes in 
their current open dating of 
meat and poultry products. 
T e x a s 
A g r i c u l t u r e 
Commissioner John C. White 
said the regulations will pro­ 
vide consumers with signifi­ 
cantly more information on 
the freshness or shelf life of 
meat and poultry products. 
Under the USDA regula­ 
tions any calendar date used 
on meat or poultry products 
processed 
under 
federal 
inspection will have to be 
identified 
by 
a 
“packing 
date,” “use before” or “sell 
by” date. These dates may 
be 
further 
qualified 
by 
phrases such as “for maxi­ 
mum freshness.” 
The regulations do not 
apply to fresh meats that are 
cut up and packaged in the 
individual retail stores.

At the trial, he pleaded not 


gluily. 
"It was their error, not m ine,” 
he reasoned. “ I hey gave m e that 
m oney of their own free will.” 
N evertheless, the court ruled 
that M artin was indeed guilty of 
larceny. The court said he c o m ­ 
mitted the crim e by taking m oney 
that he knew wasn’t his, fully in­ 
tending to keep it. 
Courts generally agree. In the 
view 
ot the law, an accidental 
overpaym ent is supposed to be 
handed back at once. 
But what 
if Martin had ac­ 
cepted the m oney in all innocence, 
not discovering the error until he 
cot hom e? lf he decided at that 
point to keep it. would he be guilty 
of larceny? 
Many courts say no. although 
he would probably be guilty of a 
lesser offense. A s one judge ex ­ 
plained. 
larceny 
technically 
in­ 
volves a dishonest purpose ai the 
very m om ent o f taking. 
N or is it larceny if som eone 
takes another person’s property 
under the m istaken— but reason­ 
able— belief that he has a legal 


light to do so. 
That kind o f a case arose w hen 
a landlady noticed that one of her 
roomers had spilled ink on a car­ 
pet. T o make sure He w ould pay 
for cleaning the carpet, she too 
a watch out o f his room as se­ 


curity. 
As a matter o f law, she had no 
claim on the watch. But when the 
roomer had her haled into court 
on a charge of larceny, the judge 
found her not guilty. The judge 
said she had acted in good faith. 
without the slightest intention o f 
keeping the watch for herself-
